The general court martial to try Sergeant 
Meson for attempting to shoot the assassin 
Guiteau commenced at the arsenal to-day. A 
Critic reporter was one vo: the first to arrive

It was past 12 o'clock when President Mize- 
ner called the eourt to order. 

The prisoner was brought in and the order 
detailing the court murtial read to him. He 
was asked if there was any member of the 
ceurt to whom he objected, Mason answered 
iti a clear, firm voice, ‘*No.”’ The members of 
the court then arose, and each lifting his 
right hand, was sworn by the judge advocate. 

General Bigelow appeared for Mason, and 
suggetted thut a con:petent person be employ- 
ed to make a plan of the jail, showing the 
position of Guiteau's cell and the position 
occupied by Mason when he fired the shot. 
He said it this was done it would be shown 
that it wassimply a matter of impossibility 
that Mason's ball could have hit the assassin. 
A lengthy discussion followed this suggestion, 
and the court went into secret session. 

In half an hour the open session was re- 
sumed, and Mason was aguin broughtin and 
formally arraigned. ‘The judge advocate read 
the specifications and charges. These allege 
that Mason, on the ilth of September, 1x1, 
violated the sixty-second article of war in 
that he maliciously and feloniously attempted, 
while on guard duty, to shoot Charles J. 
Guiteau, At the conclusion of the reading 
of the charges the judge-adyocate asked the 
prisoner if he was guilty or not guilty. 

**? make no plea, sir,’ answered Mason. 

“Enter a plea of not guilty,” said President 
Mivener.

[lt is a generally accepted theory that 
Guiteau was lying down when Mason fired 
the shot, although the assassin swears that he 
Was stunding at the window. 

The trial will last probably a week or ten 
days. General Bigelow will make the point 
that Guiteau was lying down when Mason 
fired, and, therefure, there was no possibility 
that the bullet could hit him. Guiteau can- 
not testify for the reason that he bas been 
convicted of a capital crime. The defense 
will be thatthe intent of murder cannot be 
established. 
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In Memory of Her Brave and Noble Husbaud. 

‘CLEVELAND, Onto, February 22.—C. A. 
Withers, James D. Campbell, B. F. Knipe 
und Ferdinand DPD. Scwartz, a committee ap- 
pointed by the confederate soldiers resident 
in Cincinnati and its vicinity, arrived here 
this morning, bringing with them a memorial 
to the late president, prepared for Mrs. Guar- 
field. The resolutions are framed in [ennes- 
see colored marble, highly polished and cut 
from a sinyle bleck about two feet square. 
rhe United States coat of arms is inlaid in 
Mexican onyx at each corner. 

The committee called upon Mrs. Guarteld 
this forenoon and formally presented the tes- 
trmonial. C. A. Withers, formerlyseadjatant 
general of General J. H. Morgan's stat? made 
the presentation address as tollows: 

Itis with mingled feelings of gratification and 
regret that i huve the honor, madame, of presenting 
to you this memorial of the ex-confederate sol- 
diers of Cinciunati. It is gratifying that we can 
truthfully aud feelingly unite our voices in com 
mendation of the lamented death with those of 
many thousands ofa common peopie. The occa- 
siou Which called for such sentiments fs paiuful in 
iis reculiections, and as fully deplored by the 
people of the south as by those of any other section 
ofthe country. ‘ihe unanimity wi.h which these 
resolutions were passed aid expressions conveyed 
therein, speak more than any words of mine, snd 
you Can rest assured, madame, that in them is 
voiced the tribute of all the old swidiers of the 
south to the sterling worth of the late president. 

Mrs. Garfield by great effurt repressed ler 
em--tion, While the aged mother of the late 
president wept treely. The late president's 
widow, her voice trembling with emotion, re- 
nlied io the address of General Withers as 
loliows:

THE RUS‘4ING FLOODS 


DEVAST . TING THE VALLEY OF THE 
MISSISSIPPI. 


Tae Wicrs Evcroeching upon the Highlands, and 
tving the Inha’ itants Beck in Seareh of Dry 
Earth-The Destruction to Crops and 

Property Along the River. 


Wasutxcton, February 22.—Dispacches re- 
ceived at a late hour last night report that a 
great storm reached Chicago, and the weather 
turned much colder. Telegraphic communi- 
cation in all directions is seriously interfered 
with, or entirely cut off. The bridges have 
been washed away and travel on several rail- 
roads has been suspended. The-freeze up has 
checked the flow of water from the ground 
into the little streams, and most little streams 
and creeks are falling. 

Reports from points ihrougnout the west all 
tell the same story of flood and disaster. The 
rain has been general, and in many places ac- 
companied with wind and sleet. The tele- 
graph wires last night in every direction were 
down and many railroads badly washed out. 
The results,however,except from river floods, 
will not be disastrous. The most serious in- 
convenience is from the suspension of traffic 
along the Ohio and the lower Mississippi. 
However, the disastrous effect of the floods 
seems to be increasing. 

Cincinnati dispatches state that the Qhio 
river has fallen nearly two feet from the high 
mark, and is still falling rapidly. The weather 
is clear and cold. Advices from up the river 
show that the river is still rising, and it may 
rise again, but the cold weather gives promise 
that the worst is over. 

The Vicksburg Evening Commercial pub- 
lishes the following from Colonel D. G. Pepper, 
a passenger on the Anchor line steamer from 
Heiena: ‘‘This morning we learn discouraging 
particulars concerning the devastation and 
wide-spreading ruin caused by the breaking 
of the levees along the river from 
Memphis to Greenyille. The latest breaks in 
Tunica county, Mississippi, are at 
Trotter and Gordon, a mile and a half below 
Yazoo pass, and Coahomez county, at Ward's 
luke. Atthe opening in Louis’s swamp, a 
large volume of water is going througl. to the 
Suntlower bottoms. There was a temporary 
levee at Trotter's ridge, which is all gone. 
This levee joined the main_— one 
on Colonel Edward Richardson's place, 


above Hushapukana. From the latter place 
down tothe break above Muunds Place, in 
Bolivar county, the water is higher than ever 
known, and in many places above the main 
land it is only kept out by small ridges being 
thrown up onthe outer edges of the levees 
with dirt taken from the inside portion of 
the levees, The levee at Mounds Piace pave 
way on Monday night. Thespecial weak points 
are in Robersonville levee, a short distance 
below Hushapukana; lake Charles, at a point 
just velow Concordia, and near Bolivar land- 
ing, <At all of these points the water has 
been running over the levees but was stopped 
by the use of sand bags and small ridges of 
earth thrown up on top of the levees, The 
break at Mound’s place will overflow Deer 
creek section. 

From the officers of thesteamer Kate Dick- 
son, which arrived at Ll o’clock to-day, it is 
learned that a telegrani was received at Hays’ 
stating that the Bolivar 
levee had also broker from Greenviile to 
down on the Mississipp! side. The levees 
there are still intact, and it is hoped they will 
be able to stand the heavy pressure. 

The officers of the steamer City cf Green- 
ville confirm the report published concern- 
ing the sad condition of affairs now existing 
throughout the Mississippi vally. Thousands 
of men are on constant guard along 
the levees and are using every possible 
means to strengthen the power of resistance 
and clevate the crests to prevent the water 
from inundating the whole country. The 
Greenville brought several thousand sacks to 
to be used by tilling with earth to aid in 
strengtheningtheembankment. Twenty-five 
hundred sacks were put off at Bolivar land 
ing, where the dunger of a breuk was 
intminent. Washington. Isaquena, Bolivai, 
Cohoma and Tunica counties, Mississippi, ia 
fact the whole shore line between Memphis 
and Vicksburg on the Mississippi, and the 
whole eastern shore of Arkansas, are either 
under water or threatened with inundation. 
The inhabitants of a vast area of the coun'ry 
are in great distress. Many have been forced 
from their houses and subsisting as best they 
can on rafts, and someon knolbsor parts of old 
levees. The destruction of live stock is be- 
yond calculation. The navigation of the 
river itself is regarded by seamen as dunger- 
ous at its present stage, oh aecount of the 
great expanse of water in many localities, 
and the billowy character of the waves whe 
the  suriace is «6 sWept by heavy 
gusts of wind, and also because of the great 
diiticulty of getung to sate poris. The gov- 
ernment lights along the river ure inaintained 
with admirable regularity. These lights 
prove ai incalculabie benefit to steamboat 
men uow, since all bank landmarks 
have disappeared, Arkunsas City is 
coiurpletely submerged, not a single house 
in that city is free from the presence of the 
muddy thood. The water there is reported us 
being eight inches bigher than the fidod of 
1876. ‘The houses were built so as to be ibove 
the high flood level of that vear, but in all of 
them tbere is fyon. seven to eight inches of 
water, 

Between Cairo and Memphis the following 
points of land only are visible above the surg- 
ing floods: The bluffs at Culumbus, the hills 
back of Hickman. the land on the Tennessee 
side opposite island No. 100, New Madrid, 
Point Pleasant, Tiptonville, Fuller bluffs, 
Randolph, Richardson's islands Nos. 35 and 
36, and Doane island, above the head of Cen- 
tennial cut off, forty miles above Memphis. 

A Cincinnati dispatch says the river came 
to astandstill this morning, and isnow slowly 
falling. The ruilroadsare getting into shape 
again, and ere moving trains by using each 
other's tracks where in condition. 

Passengers arriving at Memphis this after- 
noon irom St. Francis river report that on 
Tyronz,asmall bayou which empties into 
the St. Francis river about twenty miles 
above Madison, Arkansas, high water had 
overflowed the lands belonging to a Mr. 
Jamison, aad while engaged in removing | 
his wife and six children to a place of safety 
on high lands, the dug-out which contained 
them capsized, drowning all the children, two 
of whom were grown young ladies, the re- 
maining four being aged irum 6 to J4 years. 
Jamisonv saved his wite, but could render no 
assistance to the drowning children.

THE MISSISSIPPI FLOOD. 


A Marreaing Picture of *uffering—The Effect on the 
Future. 

Friak’s Pornt, Miss., February 18.—[Special 
Correspoudence Constitution. }—A week ago I 
left AUlantato make a business trip down the 
Mississippi river to New Orleans. I had 
beard of the high water before leaving, but 
none save an eye-witness could understand it, 
That “olacst inbabitant’” has surrendered, 
pad instead of telling you of how it was in 


stroyed. 


1832 and 1867, is now hanging on to a rickety 
platform built in the hows of the cypress 
trees, waiting fora ‘‘skiff’’ to cun-e and take 
him to high ground. It would scarcely be 
safe for any one to intimate that tne like had 
ever before been seen. 

Since leaving Memphis the river has stead- 
ily continued to rise, and now reaches a point 
perhaps never before attained sin-e its dis 
covery by DeSoto. Citizens of all classes 
work day and night onthe crambling levees 
in the hope of saving life and property, while 
the treacherons sands are actually melting 
beneath their feet. The water don’t have to 
risestill higherin order to run over these 
frafll banks of mud and sand, but is already 
at the very top. A wave, cuused by a passing 
boat or an accidental kick of the foot, is fol 
lowed by a break and immediately great vol- 
umes of water are pouring over with the roar 
of a feafful storm, until this vast valley— 
averaging 40 miles in width—is an inland sea. 


Houses, farms, fences and stock are being | 


swept awey. Few of thuse living away from 
this valley can appreciate the distress and 
ruin. ‘fhe suffering which already exists, and 
the lo hich mfst be sorely feit hereafter, 
only o@curs, I imagine, once or twice ina 
century. 

It is mot uncommon to see defenseless fami- 
lies upon platforms built up among the 
branches of the trees. Upon these hurriedly 
built platfurms are little children in the utmost 
fright, clinging to their parents. By their 
side are a dozen wet mules, together with a 
few shivering cowsand pigs. The chickens 
are in the tree tops. In the towne goods are 
hvisted to the second stery, and many one 
story stores and dwellings are abandoned, 
leaving only the roofs visible. 

An old cvlored man retired last night with his 
cabin floor barely covered with water. By 
midnight he had to climb upon the joists.

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THE CHESTER DISASTER. 


Direct the Arrest of Gullty 
Parties. 

Curseter, Pa., February 22.—The coroner's 
jury investigation in the cause of the explo- 
sion at Jackson's fire works factory, rendered 
a verdict censuring the city authovities for per- 
mitting stch a dangerous business to be car- 
ried on in a populous locality, and also for 
not enforeing the ordinance in reference to 


powder and other explosive materials within 
its limits. The jury furthér finds that Pro- 
fessor Samuel Jackson is highly ceiisurable for 
maintaining in the midst of a populated 
district, an establishment, attended with all 
the danger of a fireworks 
that Charles VanHorn, in 
officer of the department that there was no 
further danger after the second explosion, 
thus leading him and other members of the 
fire department into further danger, is 
also highly censurable, and in view of 
the above the jury recommend that the coro- 
ner hold the said Samuel Jackson and Charles 
Van Horn for appearance at the next term of 
the court. Jackson and VanHorn will be ar- 
rested immediately. Delaware county court 
meets at Media on the first Monday in March.

The Neweomd-Buachanan Distiiling Company Fail for 
Over $1,000,000—“peeulation aud Expensive Hab- 
ite the Immediate Cause of the Stringency.

Gazette.]—The most intense excitement pre 

vails in business circles here to-night on ae- 

count of the filing at a late hour this after- 


noon of a deed of assignment by the New- 
comb-Buchanan distillery company, and by 
the brothers, George and Andrew Buchanan. 
The deeds in either case, and there are three 
separate deeds, recite the assiynment of all 
the property of whatever kind owned or pos- 
sessed by the asxigner, or to the possession of 
which he is entitled, to John M. Atherton, 
for the benefit and equalization of the eredi- 
tors of the firm, or the individual assigning, 
respectively. Mr. Atherton at once accepted 
the trust and gave an unlimited bond, with 
Messrs. George W. Swearengin, a heavy dis 
tiller of the Mellwood and G. W. 8. whiskeys, 
and Mr. H. Verhoeff, a heavy grain merchant 
here, as securities. 

The attorneys of the company and gentle- 
men assigning were sought by yom reporter 
und talked to about the failure, but they pro- 
fessed themselves unable and unwilling to 
give any information as to the amount of lia 
bilities on assets. The distillery of the com- 
panys said to be the largest purely whisky 
distillery in the United States, and they are 
under contract for the delivery of some 209, - 
) barrels of Kentucky sour mash whisky of 
the 1881-82 make, to be delivered before Jul 
l next. Tne reasons the individuals assi 
is said to be that they had personally largely 
indorsed for the corporation, and hence were 
alse involved to the full extent of the value 
of their individual p-operty. It is said, Row- 
ever, that their embarrassment will extend to 
but few business people, as they mostl 
hypothecated goods or warehouse receipts an 
other valuables when borrowing. 

The cause of the failure is largely attribut- 
ed to corn speculations by the corporation 
and the individuals. When corn futures 
commenced tu advance so rapidly last Ju 
and August these gentlemen, it is sai 
bought at first very heavily to protect them- 
selvesand enable them to fill already made 
contracts for 1882 whisky. From buying from 
necessity they came to buyingon speculation, 
and thus, as well as through large real estate 
purchases for speculation and expensive do- 
mestic habits, brought the immediate strin- 
gency upon them which precipitated them 
into an assignment to-day. The corporation 
made an assignment for the same purpose in 
February 1878, and within about two years M 
rallied and settled amicably with all, and was 
thought to have been inan exceedingly pros- 
perous condition up vill to-day. 

The attorneys say: ‘‘We will give a state 
ment to the creditors and public as svon as it 
can be prepared, but now all we can say is 
that when shown a statement of the condition 
of the company we advised an assignment.”’

The Mormon polygamists practically defy 
the authority of the United States, and in 
Utah this rebellion against a valid and con- 
stitutional statute has assumed an organized 
and threatening form. Out of tle thirty-six 

- maombers of the Utah legislature twenty-eight 
live in open defiance of that law of the 
United States which declares that polygamy 
is a crime; and these men and their 
so organized _ affairs 
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in Utah that convictions under this law are 
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. impossible. The alleged marriages are con-

power unless they abandon polygamy. It is 
& remedy that has not been tested, and 
we hope the bill will speedily become a law, 
and that its execution will be rigid even if 
the whole power of the geveral government 
has to be called in. 

the New York Herald advocates an ad- 
ditional, remedy. It supports the Edmunds 
bill, but it dogs not b.lieve that any mere 
statute will remove polygamy. It thinks that 
moral reform must accompany legal coerciun 
if a bloody catastrophe is to be averted. Its 
proposed moral reform consists in a preach- 
ing of the primitive Mormon faith among 
the followers of Brigham Young. 
In the original Mormon creed polyg- 
amy was set down as an  abomina- 
tion, and it was not until 1852 that it was 
added tothe ritual. On the 29th of August, 
1852, Brigham Young had the audacity and 
mendacity to produce a document that he 
called a written revelation of divine com- 
mand, It made pelygamy a part of the Mor- 
mon creed, and to-day 100,000 people accept it 
in practice or theory. There are, however. 
twenty thousand Mormons who reject it, 
and declare that the revelation of 1852 
isa‘‘miserable fraud.’ Our esteemed New 
York contemporary urges that inasmuch as 
Christian missions have made little or nu im- 
pression in Utah, help shonld be given to the 
primitive Mormons to preach in all parts of 
Utah the true Mormon doctrines. and to de- 
nounce ali departures from the faith of the 
founder of the church. The Herald, in other 
Words, favors a movement along the whole 
line. It wants the Christian missionaries 
to maintain, and if possible, increase 
their work; it wants the government to set 
the machinery of law and the policy of dis- 
franchisement in Operation, and it wants the 
primitive Muormons placed in a position to 
reguin the power they once had in the church. 

The problem has become a momentous one, 
and the longer its solution is postponed the 
more difficult it becomes. If bloodshed is to 
be averted, moral suasion must play a promi- 
nent part, and so must immigration. Neither 
of these are, however, practicable until the. 
government plainly shows that it is 
determined to stamp out polygamy, 
and that its laws cannot be: 
violated with impunity. Respect for the laws 
of the country does not exist in Utah, and 
consequently no one fears the power of the 
general government. Once letit be known 
that we are in earnest in dealing with polyga- 
mists and that men who are opposed to polyg- 
amy will be protected in Utah, there will be 
no great difficulty in inaugurating a social re- 
form in that territory. The primitive Mor- 
monscan then go in tostay, and so can immi- 
grants who are not Mormons at all. We have 
nv faith in any plan that does not reston a 
respect in Utah for law and 
the will of the American people. 
fhis can only be. secured by a 
forward movement of American bayonets. 
Given that in sufficient volume the remainder 
of the programme becomes practicable, but 
without that the system of lust will go 
on gathering force until it becomes a terror 
as well as a disgrace to the entire country.

THE McKINLEY SPOLIATION BILL. 

The esteemed Macon Telegraph, qu8ting 
our remarks on the effects of the McKinley 
proposition to double the tax on imported 
cotton-ties, says that Tue ConsTITUTION has at 
last left the fence on the tariff question. But 
our contemporary is mistaken. Tue ConertI- 
TUTION is still on the fence. That is to say, 
it is still prepared to discuss the question 
from a thoroughly impartial standpoint, and 
with a view to securing genuine protection 
for such American industries as really need 
protection—especially with a view to secur- 
ing genuine protection for the infant indus- 
tries ef the south. Tur Constitution, how- 
ever, is just as much opposed to some of the 
results of the present tariff, and to some of 
the purposes of those who masquerade in the 
guise of protectionists as it isto any approach 
to the theoretical free trade which the spec 
tacled professors and freshmen find such a 
fine thing on paper. In other words, THE 
CoNsTITUTION is in favor of genuine tariff re- 
form in the interests of the whole country; 
in the interest of the people as well as in the 
interest of protection. In our opinion, the 
esteemed Telegraph, by taking its position in 
the red-hot realms of ultra-protection, is 
missing a fine opportunity to do missionary 
work, 

It will be remembered that Tae Constitv- 
T.:ON pointed out that the McKinley bill to 
increase the duty cn cotton ties from $14.41 
to $33.60, would double the price of this ar- 
ticle, and that the tax would fall upon the 
southern cotton farmers, black and white. 
Commenting upon this, the Telegraph com- 
plains that we still manifest a disposition to 
sectionalize th@* question, though we were 
only attempting @q describe results, and 
grumbles because we ‘“‘travel outside’’ the 
present law to take up a Dill introduced by 
Mr Mckinley. Precisely why we should 
confine ourselves to the present system, when 
Mr. McKinley and his fellow monopolist: de- 
liberately propose to aggravate its indiscrimi- 
nate discriminations, to use no_ harsher 
term, is not made clear; but our esteemed 
contemporary immediately branches out into 
an argument which we take pleasure in pre- 
senting to our readers. 

Itisafact well-known to every negro who raises 
one bale of cotton that the most profitable feature 
connected with the whole tranraction is the differ- 
ence in price that he buys at and the price at which 
he sells his cottonties 

The price of the latter the past season averaged 
about $1.75 per bundle. Therefre forty bundles 
to the ton, and hence the price per ‘on of t es to 
the cotton plauter was $70. This is the long ton of 
2,240 pounds. These ties are sold at the 
price of cotton, ana at ten cents per pound, 
they bring $224 per ton. As they cost only $70 per 
ton the net profit on every ton of iies suld by the 
planters of the south was $154. 14 his, according to 
THE CONSTITUTION'S figures of the quantit, con- 
sumed, shows they make a clear profit of $4,620,000 
on their annual consumption of cotton ties. 

if this is true, there isno class of people in the 
country who can better afford to see such a rate of 
duty levied upon cotton ties as will enable our 
manufacturers to produce them at fair profit. 

The bumor of our esteemed contemporary 
is deliciously suggestive. This whole business 
of raising, selling and buying cotton is in the 
nature of a pantomime, but we are not teld 
whether the planter or the buyer assumes the 
role of the Clown, or whether the buyeror the 


planter plays the part of Pantaloon. It is 


sausage containing a live kitten, or for a gin- 
gercake stuffed with sawdust. We confess 


temporary scratches its-head and informs us 
that the cotton buyers pay the cotton planters 
a net profit of $154 on every ton of cotton 
ties used in baling cotton. We will dispose 
of this particular fallacy in another article. 
At present, the point to which we desire to 
call the attention of our esteemed contem po- 
rary is this: that the statement that the pro- 
posed increased ta on cotton ties comes out 
of the profits of the southern cotton planters, 
does not in the slightest degree affect the force 
of the argument advanced by Tur Constitv- 
Tio. Let us analwze the whole matter brief- 
ly. Tue Constitution called attention 
to the fact that the McKinley 
bill proposed to rob the cotton-planters by 
doubling the tax on cotton ties ‘Bless 
‘your innocent soul!” says the Telegraph, 
“the planters will not be the victims. They 
‘are now making a net profit of $154 a ton on 
“all the ties they use.” It would seem. how- 
ever, that they are not growing rch or even 
more comfortable even with this large net in- 
come in their favor, The simple question is, 
is it just to levy an additional tax (amounting 
to $19.19 a ton on cotton ties) upon the profits 
of the cotton planters of the south in order 
to enrich a few Pennsylvania manufacturers? 
In other words, is it not robbery, pure and 
simple, for congress to pass a law tuking from 
the profits of the white and black cotton 
growers of the south in order to add tothe 
profits of manufacturers who have already 
grown rich under the indiscriminate discrim- 
inations of a war tarift? The esteemed Tele- 
graph concludes its article as follows: 

We are frank to say that we do not favor protec- 
tion from any sectional standpoint. ‘Ihe policy is 
national, and proceeds upon the idea that the in- 
terests of the country area unit. If it requires 
$19 19 additional duty upon foreign made cvtton 
ties to enable our manufacturers to produce them 
profitably, we say that duty shouid be placed upon 
them. The present tariff, it will be remember d, 
is what THE CONSTITTTION wants revised. It will 
be time enough to revise Mr. McKinley's bill when 
it becouies a law. We are against monopolies, and 
have promised THs CONSTITUTION to aasis in de- 
stroying them whenit points them out. We shall 
not attempt, however, to secure the berefits of a 
protective system to the whole country, and at the 
same time appeal to the prejudicesof southern 
planters a d farmers because they are ealled upon 
to contribute their share to its support. 

We ave just as frank to say that we oppose 
protection that is sectional in iis results; »nd 
we are opposed to ‘ protection,” so-called, 
that is not protection, but robbery. There is 
neither justice nor reason in demanding that 
southern cotton planters, who now find it 
difficult to make both ends meet, shall be 
compelled to pay an increas? of $19.19 upon 
the price of cotton ties a ton in order that 
this amount shall be added to the net profits 
of a few Pennsylvania manufacturers. We 
are utterly opposed to this species of section- 
alism. Weareinclined to the belief that the 
esteemed Telegraph is not anxious to make 
‘onverts to real protection in this latitude, 
missing, as it dues, the pith and marrow ol 
the question. Instance, our contemporary 
has been arguing that protection is not a tax 
upon the people, but in the closing sentence 
of the foregoing extract the admission is 
made that the system is a tax. Why the 
Telegraph should seek to identify McKinley’s 
spoliation scheme with protection and rush 
to its defense, is one of the mysteries. Ii is 
not protection, and we do not believe that 
senuine protection is a tax upon any class of 


people.

Declines Some of the Assertions of the Chicago 
Tribune Correspondent. 

Near CARTERSVILLE, Ga., February 21, 1882.— 
Editors Constitution: I was astonished to find 
an interview in your paper to-day, in which I 
figuredso prominently, as I was not aware that 


Lever said anything in my life worthy of 
such prominence, and even an authorized in- 
terview would only have provoked amuse- 
ment, because of such ridiculous pretention 
on my part. Mr. Postelle did not intend any 
unkindness to me, I am sure, and [ shall 
therefore ask you to allow me to correct some 
inaccuracies, that are of no importance to the 
public, but which would annoy me very 
much unless corrected. 

While I feel thus kindly to the reporter, I 
beg he will not aguin c nstrain me to a, pear 
in print for this purpose, because 1 know 
there are matters of abiding interest to your 
readers that can alwa' be substituted for any 
words of mine, no matter if they were care- 
fully prepared, and not, as in this instance, 
entirely unexpected to myself as well as to 
the public. 

I cannot claim the honor of supporting my 
family by ‘‘wood-heuling’—which Mr. Pos- 
telle thoughtlessly substituted fur a story I 
told him of our struggles after the surrender. 

For eighteen months after (he war closed, 
Dr. Felton and wuyself taught a school in 
Curtersville—the only avenue open to us to 
make a living—as this country was all deso- 
lated by the deyvuastations of both armies.
